The church organ of the Morman legd- 
ers has ceased the publication of Taber- 
nacle sermons. It gives to the 
public only asynopsis-of them. We are 
really sorry for the cbange. The files 
of the church organ are valuable and in- 
teresting. We fiad sufficient material 
wihim the: pagcs of that publication to 
answer our purposes for the next five 
years, understand, however, the 
present motive—at least we think. we do. 
The characters of the sermons hereto- 
fore made public, de not stand. the test 
of an examination. They havea certain 
unpleasant cunstructiou when investiga- 
ted by‘the light of Truth. The leaders 
have now concluded that they will only 
give a respectable synopsis of their 
teachings.. They will not make a record 
for the future.

Gwin’s Domain. 


Gwin has again turned up on the Pa- 
cific ceast—thie time in the character of 
a viceroy and the agent of the Napeleon- 
Maximilian clique. Formerty he repre- 
sented California in the United States 
Senate—proved a traitor at the com- 
mencement of the present war, and was 
succeeded by the present incumbent, 
James NcDougal. 

The country over which Gwin has as- 
sumed control, embraces five Mexican 
states, towit : Sonora, Durango, Sinaloa, 
Chihuahisa and Lower California. These 
states have an area of 305,619 square 
miles and a population of about 650,- 
000. The entire area of Mexico is less 
than 800,000 square miles. So it ap- 
pears that Napoleon has demanded of, 
and received from, Maximilian nearly 
one-half of his entire. empire. This 
-one-ealf contains a trifle more than 
one-tenth of the population of Mexico 
If the public’ debt is divided in propor- 
tioa to the population, Gwin’s govern- 
ment will commence operations with a 
debt of fifteen million of dollars ; but if 
the debt is proportioned according to 
the area, then it will start with.a bur- 
den of s¢venty millions of dollars—fur- 
ther, if the debt is apportioned accord- 
ing to the richness and productiveness 
of the respective divisions, Gwin should 
be willing to assume about one hundred 
and twenty million dollars of the entire 
debt—thus leaving to Maximilian about 
twenty-five or thirty milliuns. 

Mints are located in the states of. Do- 
rango, Sinaloa and Chibuabna at which 
considerable amonnts of gold and silver 
are annually coined. While Maximi- 
lian retains the larger portion of the po- 
pulation and a few more. square miles, 
Gwin has the richest mines and the fine- 
est cotton lands. | 

It is the evident intention to fill np 
these states witha French and Ameri- 
can population. and establish a firm and 
enduring monarchy there—a dependency 
of France. The game opens well. We 
rather admire the programme, filled as 
itis with sublime impudence. We have 
no idea that it will sneceed. Gwin will 
flourish a brief career. That is all-- 
ncthing more. |

We clip the following article from the 
Stockton (Cal.) Independent. It shows 
what the outside world think of certain 
doings of the leaders of Utah: 

“One Bishop Woolley, a Mormon, has 


tear down the heases of all Mormons 


| who give shelter to Gentiles. The Ve- 


dette comes at him with a promise that 
if his threat is executed the military au- 
thorities will attend to him and his Mor- 
mon mob. It advises all persons so 
threatened “to take a shot gun with 
twelve buck-shot in each barrel, and 
send the attacking Danites to h—ll.” In 
writing this, we are reminded that some 
two months ago the: Vedeite alluded to a 
sermon then recently preached by Brig- 
bam Young to a large congregation of 
his people. in which he hoped that the 
people of the North and South would go 
on with the work of killing each other,an¢ 
expressed the wish that the Union might 
be destroyed. These sentiments were 
heartily amened by the listeners; and 
when Brigham by signs which appeared 
to be well understood by all the Mor- 
mons present, pointed to the South, to- 
ward Mexieo, and triumpbantly prephe- 
cied that aid would speedily come to 
Mormondem from that quarter. he was 
responded to by knowing chuckles and 
many amens. The sequel to this scene 
is now transpiring in Northern Mexico. 
The French have formally occupied So- 
nora, the Gulf of California, and hold 
the mouth of the Colorado river. It is 
on the Colorado, at the mouth of the Rio 
Virgen, in western New Mexico. (Arizo- 
na.— Ep. VEDETTE,) and only some sev- 
enty-five miles south of the Utah line, 
that the a established a new 
city, which is to bring them in commn.

Fort Bringer, U.T -

ou know how we, (the Enlisted men) at 
‘ort Bridger, celebrated the memorable 


victory over the Indians at Bear River. 
W.T., Jan. 29th, 1863. As the 29th 
came on Sunday this year, we had to 
postpone the festivities until Monday 
evening. when we had one of the finest 
Balls ever given at Fort Bridger. The 
room was decorated with evergreens, 
transparencies, sabres and carbines; 
while last. but rot least amongst the 
decorations, were about twenty ladies. 
which made it one of the most agreea- 
ble parties ever given at Fort Bridger. 
The getting up of the supper was con- 
ducted by Serg. Farley ef Company M, 
2nd Cav. C. V., and it was indeed a 
feast. For you know that Mr. Stultz of 
the Camp Douglas Bakery can’t be beat 
in his line. There were but forty-seven 
tickets sold, owing to the limited size 
of our hall. They tripped the ~ light

WE are under obligations to the Tele- 
graph Operators of S. L. City, for the fol- 
lowing :

It is doubtful whether we can keep 
the line in order until the Indians are 
driven entirely off. The party which 
went to repair it report two polls cut 
down and the wire carried off from four 
poles. We have been obliged to take 
the wire east to repairit. It will be 
difficult to pursue them successfully till 
we have cannon to distodge them from 
the places where cavalry cannot charge. 
The skirmish to-day was very brisk for 
two or three houra. The Indians were 
on the hills at day-break,. evidently 
meditating an attack, and commenced 
it soon after the arrival of our main 
pody. We were taken greatly-at disad- 
vantage, our men and stock having 
traveled all night for two nights in suc- 
cession. There are several points eom- 
manding the station where the Indians. 
crept under the banks and in gullies. 
where the cavalry could not charge. At 
one point they.came within seventy-five 
yards. The most of our men were 
wounded in contending for this point. 

The Indians were armed with Haw- 
kins’ Mississippi or Enfield rifles. Some 
had revolvers. . They generally fired too 
high else we should have lost many men. 
Soon after noon their fire slackened and 
they g:adually drew off to the bluffs. 
and disappeared abont dark. As soon 
as we conld get possession of the two 
most troublesome points we dug a rifle. 
pit on each, which are now occupied by 
our men. So far as we can judge, they 
were Cheynnes, with, perhaps, some 
Sioux and Camanches, and some white 
men. Different officers estimate the 
number from five hundred to one thon- 
sand. and the number wonnded from ten 
to twenty-—at least five bundred could 
be counted at one time. They were on 
all sides of ns, but when they came 
within gun shot they were either riding 
at full speed or in ambush. We expect 
them to-night or in the morning, and 
shall be better prepared. The men 
were all evidently willing fora fight, but 
Tam sorry they could not bave a fair 
ebance.”
